Metropolitan of the Ukrainian Autocephalic Orthodox Church, 
who resides in Sarlsruha-Waidstadt , Schnei demo© liars trass© 
12-i, West Germany. The membership of the church consists 
©f Ukrainian Orthodox postwar emigres fro® the Eastern Ukraine 
known for their suti-CoKmanist attitude. The church is in no 
way connected with the Russian emigre or Soviet Russian 
churches. Pastor of the church is Reverend Michael JEREMIEV, 

5 rue Casnier Guy, Paris 20. There is no information on 
Reverend JISENIEV in our files. His father, Michael JEREMIFV, 
Sr., operated an ''oriental Intel li gene© office" In Italy and 
France in the 1940*3.

A 
civic organization composed of sympathizers and collaborators 
of the OUN/ft (the Bandera faction of the Organization of 
Ukrainian Nationalists), The membership is mainly from the 
working class and is less numerous than the Union of Ukrainians 
in France, Known leading members are Borya- WITUSZYNSKY of 
34 rue dea Genesee* , Aulnays/Bois S* et 0. , and Mykola POPOWYCZ 
who is believed to be an informer of the Surete, The organi- 
zation is reported to be deeply infiltrated by Surete informers 
Our records show that according to the Refugee Relief Program 
records, a Mychaylo POPOWYCZ, who was living in Belgium in 
1955, was bora on 2 September 1916 in Berezhany, Poland, We 
have no information on WITUSZYNSKY. 


e. Union of Ukrainian Youth in France , the chairman 
of which is B oh dan ITlOTI 6CK Y i' s a re latively small group con- 
sisting mainly of a less sophisticated element than that of 
the Organ! ration of Ukra in ian Yout h of France (OUYF) , The OUYF 
is a euin org'jsnizat Ibh' of" the n GUW/kC~ f€ s aemb ersh ip is not 
only more numerous but also more active, and the organization 
has more sympathizers among the French speaking youth of 
Ukrainian descent. It has a specific organization for young 
French citizens of Ukrainian descent called "Los Jeunes Amis de 
1' Ukraine" which publishes Bulletin Franco-Ukralnien . a 
French language quarterly. There is no information in our 
files on Boh dan 8IL0HOCKY. 

2. Although this Agency does not know the extent of 
penetration of the above-described organizations by Soviet Bloc 
intelligence services, it is believed that such penetration 
does exist, 

3. Theresa rs no known restrictions from the Soviet 
standpoint on Bast-West travel placed on individuals associated 
with theso organizations in general, nor do we know ©f any 
restrictions placed on the individuals by their organizations,
